Around 10 a*m c , source observed twice that 3 MiG-15 or 0«44iG-15s practiced 
formation flying at an altitude of from 4*000 to 5,000 meters 0 Air activity vras.

17 December .» Around 9 a»m«, three MiG-15 or U4iiG«15s took off one sliortly after 
the others assembled in a formation^ and practiced formation flying at an altitude 
of about 4*000 meters* At 2 $30 p 6 nu # aircraft took off individually, assembled in 
formation^ and practiced formation flying 0 In the afternoon, 10 MiG-15 or U-MiG-15s 
were counted at the field* 1 


Two radar sets, probably of Knlferest and Fishnet types, were observed on Hagenberg 
northwest of the fieldo Two trucks were parked between the two sets* 


Several shrapnelproof aircraft revetments were identified in the northeastern and 
southeastern sections of the field* On 4 December after nightfall, the airfield 
lighting facilities were not switched on, while the, .billeting buildings on the
